' The Epiſtle to the 
jadgment to the way of New England in Faith 
and.order, went over thither, being not con- 
vincediof my error and great darknels in {prin- 
kling the carnal feed of Believers. But verily 
I thought I had-good warrant for that practiſe, 
having then in ſubſtance the ſame grounds for 
the defence thereof, that generally to this day 
iourged for the ſame.

But in thenext pun let us come nearer to 
examine this conſequence, both in itsſclf, and 
the grounds from whence it is drawn. 

The grounds of this Conſequence is, That the 
Covenant of Grace, belongs to believers Chil- 
dren , the conſequence istherefore Baptiſm, be- 
ing an Ordinance of that Covenant muſt needs 
belong to believers children, in which two lyes 
our whole bufinefs, forthe groundsof this con* 
ſequence, 1s brought the Covenant of Circum- 
cifion, that belonging to Abraham and his ſeed 
after him in their generation, Gex.17, 7. and 10,

From hence it is gathered, That the Covee 
nant of Grace, vis. of eternal life, belongs to 
believers and their ſeed born of their body, For 
the Covenant God made to Abraham and his 
off-ſpring, viz. the Covenant of Circumcifion 
belonging to Abrebam and his feed in their Ge- 
neration, therefore Circumciſion the ſign of the 
Covenant belonged to them, fothe New Cove- 
nant now belongs to believing Gentiles gad 
their ſeed. F 2 5, fap- 
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Baptiſm Whg an Ordinance-of that 'Cove- 
nant, belongs alſo to believing Gentites, and 
their ſeed, this being the onely and alone foun- 
dation ground of all thoſe (except Papilſts) for 
their Rantizing or Sprinkling of Children. ' 

"We ſhall endeavour to prove this ground 
(from whence this conſequence flows) to be ſo 
far from being the truth, that it isan error, and 
yea ſuch anerror, that if it were maintained. 
with all thoſe errors, that naturally muſt needs 
be defended as conſequences of this opinion, it 
would: ſh:ke the foundations of the Goſpel, 
But that I may with as much clear ſatisfatien 
inform others as God had clearly convinced my 
own ſoul ofthe truth of this ; I ſhall propound 
this methodto be handled. 

Firſt, then I ſhall make 1t appear to you, 
That there 1s two Covenants held forth in Scrip- 
ture, the onea Covenant of Grace, and the 0- 
ther a Covenant of Works, or an abſolute Co- 
yenant, and a Conditional Covenant. 

Secondly, I ſhall prove, that the Covenant 
of Circumcifion was no Covenant of eternal 
life, but a Conditional Covenant, a Covenant 
of Works.

Theanſwer is plain, for faith the Apoſtle,not 
in circumciſion, -he was not juſtified inor bythe 
Covenantof 'Circumciſion, ' but 'in the promiſe 
of the promiſed ſeed, which God is ſaid to.give 
acovenant for his people by faith in that ſeed, 
even in uncircumciſion was Abraham juſtified , 
and that { as T ſaid before ) 24. years tefore the 
covenant of Circumciſion was made with him , 
hewas juſtified, believing in the promiſe of the 
Meſliah , that was to comeout of his loins , ac- 
cording to the fleſh, 1 whom all Nations of the 
Earth ſhould be bleſſed. | 

Now God promifing that the Meſſiah accor- 
ding tothefleſh, ſhould come out of Abrahew, 
vis, out of his Loins or his fleſh, and this was 
then a great article of his faith, that he was to 
believe to righteouſneſs: not only that Juſtifica- 
tion wasto be had, and blefledneſs to behad? But 
it muſt be had in that ſeed, that was to come out: 
of Abrahamaccording to the fleſh, 

And as a confirmation and ſeal of this pub-- 
liquerighteouſneſs, confirmed in Abraham as a 
Father of -all Nations, God ele&sthat fleſh and 
blood to himſelf, I meanthe family of Abra« 
ham in an external Covenant ,: to point out to 
all the. world, that as verily as God did take 
this nation (according tothe fleſh) to himſelf by 
this external covenant, ſo would God be incar- 
nate in this fleſh.

Now conſider, That it is that great and faith- 
ful God that ſzith and profeſſeth, Abrabam, his 
ſeed and fawily after him, from Jacob forward, 
were in this covenant with him; But now itis 
only poor unfaithful Man, hypocritical, diſſem- 
bling , proud mans\that ſaith heis in the Cove- 
nant of life, when it proves notſo, or when it 
viſibly proves the contrary , - for Saints have'a 
Rule to diſown ſuch.
